** The Death of Pop* Leo and Boms 
Lessons from It" was the iuti]*ot of the 
Rev, Dr. 0. tk Woodruff* discourse Nun- 
day evening In the Park M. E. Church. 
Dr. Woodruff said: 

H The recent death of Pope Leo XIII, 
was an event of great interest to both 
the elvll and religious world. He was 
oot only the religious head of millions 
of people, but his Influence In the gov. 
#m men I of the world was very great. 
Ms cams to the papacy when its power 
was at Its lowest ebb since the days of 
the Reformation, and he left tt with 
Romaoism ascending to the xenlth of 
power. For while the does nut control 
governments as she once did, and la 
one sense has lost her temporal power, 
yet In another sense she has that tem¬ 
poral power In a very large degree. 
Twenty-five years ago lo Qerntaoj the 
strong, Iron willed Bismarck fought the 
papacy to the utmost, but to-day, be¬ 
cause of the rise of socialism, Germany 
la putting herself at the feet of the 
papal power that she may receive the 
help of * mother church*’ Even here icr 
the United Btatee we have at Washing¬ 
ton the apostolic delegate, and the in* 
fiuenee be wields le more than many 
Imagine or politicians are willing lo 
admit* 

■‘The late Pope was seU-elyled the 
* Prisoner in the Ystioan , 1 He never 
left the papal enclosure after hie elec¬ 
tion; bui t for a prisoner, he exerted 
great power* Els reign was a long one. 
Only one cardinal not of hla appoint¬ 
ment will engage In the election of his 
eueoeeeor* Not strong In health, he has 
shown to the world what abstinence and 
proper care of the body, aided by a 
strong will, can do to prolong Ufa* 
m * * Was be saved ? 1 Is a question many 
Protestants ask, a query which seems 
to be raised by the Catholics them¬ 
selves, because they offer so msny 
prayers for the * repose of hie soul’ 
Protestants do uot believe Id prayers 
for the dead, and they have no place In 
our thought. The Pope cannot be af¬ 
fected by the prayers offered for him 
since the spirit left bts body, and If he 
depended on these his salvation I* not 
assured, but he was, according to ble 
light and llfe-loog training, a devout 
man, and we must give to him the 
mercy of God, which alone can save, as 
Catholics give to us In their thought the 
only ground for the salvatljo of Pro¬ 
testants.
